America Has Too Much Gold For Its Own Good 
REDUCES J. W. KOOP

Brainerd. comparatively free from 
large fires for the past 
four 
years, 
suffered from « disastrous blaze late 
Sunday afternoon, when the Keep 
block on Laurel and South Seventh 
street was reduced to 
a s h e s , and 
the 
(iruenhagen 
block 
adjoining 
was partially destroyed. 
The exact origin of the fire is un­ 
known, but it is believed 
to 
have 
been in the basement of the Hoop 
block in the furnace room beneath 
the Mkianek Specialty Shop, ;and 
must have been smouldering for sev­ 
eral hours before it was discovered. 
II. II. Haffftrom, proprietor of the 
Golden Rule had Just gone dbwn to 
work on his books, and had been in 
his store but a few minutes when the 
large plate glass windows in his sec­ 
tion were blown out presumably by 
the pressure of gases forming, and 
th* room immediately filled with 
smoke. 
Mr, llafstrom 
was 
barely 
given time to get his desk and safe 
out of the store. 
Nothing else could 
could be saved. 
The fire was first discovered after 
four o’clock in the afternoon and 
the alarm turned in by 
Bd 
Olson. 
The fire department was in addition 
t ailed to Northeast Brainerd at about 
5 p. rn., by a Rmall house burning 
near the Arnold store. 
It was neces­ 
sary to leave the smaller 
for 
the 
larger blaze. 
The firemen 
worked 
heroically, 
their clothing covered with ice. and 
frozen on in thick layers. 
Hot cof­ 
fee was furnished by the Brockway 
store aud several other parties. 
The residents of the flats above the 
Golden Rule and Spec laity Shop were 
barely given time to run to safety, 
and no personal property was salvag­ 
ed. 
Those living in these flats in­ 
cluded E. S. Hoop, F. 
W. 
Copper­ 
smith and M. Midanek. 
Household 
furniture stored in building by F. 
M. Hoop was also lost. 
The large hall -(above the corner 
store room formerly occupied by the 
Brainerd State Bank, was used by 
the Buftiness & Professional Women 
as club rooms. 
A number of toe 
members had been enjoying a social 
hour in the rooms on Sunday after­ 
noon. and were ignorant of the fire 
until they opened their door to leave 
and were greeted by dense smoke 
which poured in upon them. 
Noth­ 
ing was saved from their rooms, the 
fire having gained such proportions 
before it was discovered. 
J. W. Hoop, who owned the corn­ 
er block in which were housed the 
Hoop Mercantile Co’s, grocery, the 
Specialty Shop and the Golden Rul 
was on his way to his store to look 
after the furnace, and when he was 
passing the M. J. Rein store noticed 
smoke near the old bank corner. 
He 
stated that it looked as if there wa.-* 
a fire in the vicinity but did not re­ 
alize that his own building was burn­ 
ing until he reached the scene. 
The Gruenhagen building, which 
joins the Koop block on the north 
was the last to catch fire. 
A heavy 
fire wall between 
these 
buildings 
offered protection from the side but 
the Gruenhagen roof took fire and 
burned down into the second floor 
where the furniture stock is display 
ed, destroying that department en­ 
tirely. 
The hardwood flooring of the sec­ 
ond story offered good resistance to 
the flames which were kept confined 
in that section. 
Water came through 
into the first floor, but did little dam­ 
age to the hardware stock. 
Some 
furniture on the first floor and in 
the windows was water-soaked. Sev­ 
eral show cases were carried out and 
across the street to safety. 
Water 
did not run into the basement to the 
extent of putting out the furnace 
fires, which were kept burning all 
night. 
The staff of 
the 
company 
were busy this morning wiping up 
the water and drying the hardware.

iet. W. R. Hiller, Mrs. Anna Levant 
and a flat occupied by the Misses 
Margaret Stoner and Gertrude Nuns, 
One of the busiest places in the 
city during the fire was the local 
telephone exchange. 
People from all 
over the city and from 
the 
rural 
sections as far out as 
Gull 
Lake. 
were calling up to ask about the 
blaze. 
The practice of asking the central 
operators about a fire is not sanc­ 
tioned. aud is against the company’s 
rubs, but patrons, 
forgetting 
the 
added burden caused by their curios­ 
ity, called in regardless^ with the 
result that the operators were soon 
swamped. 
As an example 
of 
what 
such 
thoughtlessness on the parts of those 
using the telephones can do, it may 
lie atated that during the fire Sun­ 
day eight girls were required to an ­ 
swer the calls that came In, and with 
this big force, could not do justice 
to the situation. 
In addition to the eight operators, 
tliere were two girls and two men 
needed to 
pull 
down 
conectious 
when patrons w< re through talking. 
as the operators could not take care 
of this part of the service. 
During the heavy duty hours in 
normal tim* s. only six or seven oper­ 
ators are needed at the most, and the 
“ load'' carried electrically is about 
ten amperes. 
During the fire that 
load went up to fifty amperes. 
Every hit of equipment was in use 
and overworked. 
In the future, the 
company requests that citizens will 
refrain from putting through all but 
absolutely urgent calls at such times 
since a number of emergency calls 
were unavoidably sidetracked 
d u r­ 
ing the fir** by unimportant requests 
for information on the blaze. 
The Northwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., fearing that perhaps the entire 
block would be burned, including 
their exchange, had an order in to 
the Minneapolis office for an entire 
new equipement within an hour from 
the time the alarm was turned in, 
and this equipment was already load­ 
ed on freight cars ready to ship to 
Brainerd when the fire was brought 
under control. 
Included in this ship­ 
ment was a new switchboard, new 
cable, etc. 
A man with additional 
cable was started before dark for 
Brainerd to repair the lines damaged 
Smoke did considerable damage to 
other business houses on South Sev­ 
enth street. 
Entering the 
lf. 
F. 
Michael Co’s, store it settled into the 
basement, doing only small damage 
to the first floor. 
Water also enter­ 
ed the basement from the Gruenhag­ 
en side, but was mopped up nearly 
as fast as it came in. 
Eddying around the W. K Brock­ 
way Grocery, the smoke came into 
the M. J. Reis and the A. J. Cullen 
Clothing Co., 
doing 
considerable 
damage in both stores. 
Flats over 
the Brockway and Reis stores were 
also badly smoked up and draperies 
damaged. 
The police department was aug­ 
mented by several 
special 
officers,

by another nation and the third to bring in t hose larger principles 
of justice which, when applied to world relations, will issue in the 
freedom of all jteoples to determine their own dest iny. 
In not one of these cases has the ideal that stirred to sacrifice 
and service been fully realized. 
’I he Negro is free within limita­ 
tions, the Cubans are free to express themselves within limits im­ 
posed by the United States, and the smaller nations have not yet 
come to the place where their government is self-determined. 
However, on Monday evening, as the soldiers of three wars 
meet together, they will be thinking of the ideals that sent them 
forth and more particularly of the spirit and genius of the man, 
Lincoln, who more than others spoke the language of the prophet 
and saw those deeper foundations upon which society rests which 
are, for the most part, hidden away from others, who do not pene­ 
trate to life’s foundations, which are overlaid by traditions, pre­ 
cedents and conventions. 
More than Washington, who spoke not so much for »in* future 
as for his own day, Lincoln spoke the language that is timeless. 
Splitting rails had led him away I rom those small matters over 
which men split hairs. Up from the log cabin he came to enter .lie 
White House free from those ronventiunal bindings that tram m el 
freedom. He was the brother ol men and knew that a wrong does 
not operate against the victim alone but, like a boomerang, returns 
to the one who starts it. 
Half freedom and half slavery will not 
work. 
Unless the crushed are raised the fortunate are th rea ten ed . 
So enduring are the words of Lincoln thai generation after 
generation may continue to work for the realization of his ideals. 
His appraisal of labor has never yet been accepted by employers. 
His ideals of government have been proclaimed but never tried. 
Behind all he said stood a man whose humanity shone through his 
message' and made it live, because what is purely human iH nearest 
the Divine. America may enjoy a splendid isolation through heed- 
ing W ashing!on and a noble diffusion by following Lincoln.

The world has gone a long way since Louis Pasteur presented 
his arguments to show that disease results from the action of 
destructive germs whose ravages may be overcome by proper an­ 
titoxins. This discovery, once made, the door was open to a steady 
advance in research, and the results have been remarkable. 
By re­ 
moving the breeding places of disease germs whole territories have 
been saved from the threat of fevers, and by providing antitoxins 
multitudes have been saved from the fate that, but for this com­ 
bative influence, would have exacted life as its toll. 
This has not been brought about without careful, thorough, 
and taxing work by scientists. 
These men who give themselves to 
such discoveries are sometimes denounced because their views of 
life do not run along the line of the conventional ideas of their 
contemporaries. Because their religious viewpoints are sometimes 
other than orthodox they are censured. 
But even Scripture talks 
about a highway that shall be there and a time when sickness and 
disease and tears and pain shall 'be no more. 
The creed that ex­ 
presses itself in service for the human race by providing antitox­ 
ins that overcome disease and building highways through the land 
may. after all, have the approval of tile Father of men even though 
it has the disapproval of the brothers of men. 
It is announced that insulin has been found in large quantities 
in fish. 
Had it been found sooner some of our friends whom we 
watched go slowly down to the grave, victims of the dread diabetes, 
might have been pursuing their accustomed duties. 
Others of our 
friends will be saved from their fate, and the science that reduces 
sorrow and conquers disease makes for a happier world. 
The scientist should be encouraged. 
His convictions may be 
better than our conventions, his creed better than other men’s 
credulity. 
Denying themselves the pleasures that other men en­ 
joy, they are not ministered unto but ministers and quite often 
they give their lives as an offering to the discovery that will save 
others. 


They are more interested in details than men. 
They will} 
stay at the task of working out the puzzle when the men h ave' 
h i own impatient.
